On the left side sat Tom Cobb Jackson, 
strangely taciturm and quiet.

In front of Cptain Jackson’s door the hack 
stopped and the driver alighted and opened 
the door of the vehicle. Captain Jackson 
was on the side next to the sidewalk and 
next to the house and he stepped out.

He took perhaps three steps when a strange 
noise attracted his attention. He wheeled

As Captain Jackson turned he noticed 
that his son had not yet arisen from his seat 
in the hack. 

With a single step he was beside the open 
door of the hack. What he saw he can 
never forget. 

Crouched in the corner of the hack, his 
bead drooping on his breast, his hat lying 
at his feet, a smoking revolver in his right

powder smoke pervaded the interior of the 
vehicle. The sound of the young man’s 
labored breathing was all that broke the 
stillness. 

An electric light'on the corner outlined 
but imperfectly the tragic “scene. By its 
glare Captain Jackson saw the thrilling 
picture, 

In the one instant that he stood by the 
open door looking in-upon the crouching 
figure of his son Captain Jackson saw a 
spot of crimson blood appear upon the young 
man’s right temple. As he looked it grew 
into a stream, which found its way down 
the young man’s cheek,’ dying his face a 
deep crimson. 

A moment after Captain Jackson reached 
his son’s side a United States scidier walk- 
ed by, and, attracted by the nots>, be 
stopped.. The captain applied to tim for 
assistance, and together the two men lifted 
young Mr. Jackson from the vehicle. 

As they dragged his body from the buck 
to the sidewalk they noticed that it hung 
heavily in their grasp, and dropped !nnp ond 
inert. Bodily they carried the young iren 
through the gate, up the sidewalk and isto 
the house. 

Captain Jackson did not lese xis ures 
was for the safety of his son. 

He placed the body upon a bed end dis- 
patched a servant for Dr. Baird, who re- 
sides two doots from his home. He then 
turned his attention to the dying man. 

Around the bedside the young wife and 
other members of the family had _ gath- 
ered and stood waiting for some- 
thing—death, the arrival of the phytician, 
the recovery of consciousness—som-thing. 

Captain Jackson bent over the still form. 
The chest no longer responded to ‘Le cem- 
ing and going of the breath. The face was 
quite still, the features composed. The 
heart had’ ceased to beat. Down across 
the face the crimson stain was »uitliaed, it 
alone marring the palor of the face. Tora 
half minute Captain Jackson bent o-er his 
son and then turned to those around. 

' Hie Death Was Instantaneons. 

Thomas Cobb Jackson had died in the 
arms of his father, while being carried frcm 
the hack into his home. 

In five minutes the physicians came. 
Dr. Baird was first, and then Drs. Arm- 
strong and Hagan. They said that the 
shot had produced instant paralysis ond al- 
most instant death. 

The bullet had entered the right temple, 
passed straight through the head and ledged 
just beneath the skin near the !eft esr. 
The effect was immediately fatal. The 
ball was of 38 caliber. 

. Undertakers Barclay and Wiley were 10- 
tified and began preparing the body fcr 
burial. 

When lifted from his seat in the back 
young Mr. Jackson held a pistol im vither 
hand. The one in the right hand, snd. the 
one with which the fatal work was Gone, 
was 38 caliber; the other 32. Twenty-six 
cartridges were found in his pocket. The 
pistols and the cartridges he had bought 
at the wholesale hardware store of J brmas 
M. Clarke & Co. yesterday afternoon. 

Was the suicide premetiitated? 

The Motive. 

Surrounded with wealth, wolding the 
highest position socially, and with hosts of 
friends, the motive for the suicide could not 
be an ordinary one. The explanation sug- 
gested by the family is that he was suifer- 
ing from temporary aberration of mind. 
A friend says that Tom Cobb had been 
rushed from court to court by the pressure 
of railroad litigation growing out of the 
Richmond and Danville’s receiversaip. This 
the friend considers as the strain which 
unsettled his mind. “Cobb was of ca un- 
usually sensitive and nervous tempera- 
ment. The troubles of his friends in the 
Gate City bank failure, of which corfora- 
tion he was associate counsel with his fath- 
er, preyed upon his mind. He was terribly 
shocked by the misfortune of the bank, 
and this increased the strain and werry. 
He has been more depressed she Ixst few 
days than I ever saw him before. No one 
except an intimate friend would cbeerve it, 
perhaps, but I did. I had noticed that he 
was greatly worried for some «ime past, 


but thought that it would pass of. His 
family has ample means to nave wet any 
obligation that he might have ad. He was 
not a ruined man, financially, a condition 
which makes many a man desperate. The 
mental strain was the sdle ¢ause of his 
rash act. We all know his rroud sprit. 
He had a fine intellect and would Lave made 
a4 splendid success at the bar.

Comment of Members on His Selec- 
tion for the Cabinet. 


THE HATCH BILL CHECKED AGAIN, 


Despite Mr, Hatch’s Efforts to Get It Up. 
The Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill 
Passes the Senate—Personal News. 


Washington, February 28.—(Special.)— 
The popularity of the new secretary of the 
navy was evidenced in the house this morn- 
ing by a remarkable scene. Colonel Her- 
bert came in a few minutes after the house 
met and modestly started for his seat. The 
first member who espied’ him clapped his 
hands. Immediately every head was turn- 
ed and like a storm a great roar of applause 
went up. 

Mr. Outhwaite, who had the floor at the 
time, announced that he would give the 
gentleman from Alabama five minutes to 
reply to the recognition which the house 
had accorded him. 

Colonel Herbert simply said that the de- 
monstration touched him more than he 
could express and thanked the house from 
the bottom of his heart. Everybody is de- 
lighted with the appointment. Mr. Cleve- 
land could have selected no man with whom 
the house would have been better satisfied, 
although there are those who ‘think he 
should have selected one free coinage man 
in his cabinet. As it now stands, every 
man who goes into the cabinet is a goldbug. 
The appointment of Mr. Olney for attorney 
general. is decidedly satisfactory. He is 
said to be the ablest lawyer in New Eng- 
land. Here are some expressions about the 
cabinet: , 

Speaker Crisp—It is.a ‘very good cabinet, 
and a satisfactory one, I guess I am very 
glad that Mr. Herbert was taken for the 
navy portfolio. 

Mr. Turner, 
good cabinet. 

Mr. Bingham, of Pennsylvania—It is a 
strong cabinet. I am very much delighted 
with Mr: Herbert's appointment. ‘The 
cabinet has this peculiarity and this satis- 
faction.

It is a personal cabinet and 
is chosen for fidelity of its members and 
that is a point about it which is not al-

—I think that the appointments as a whole 
are the very best that could have been 
made.As soon as I had learned who would 
be in. the cabinet, it occurred to me, that 
the proper men had been appointed, and that 
a president never had made appointments 
of men who excelled in ability those who 
will compose Mr. Cleveland’s cab- 
inet during his second administration. 
With reference to. the appointment of Mr. 
Olney as attorney general, it is, in my opin- 
ion, the best that could be made. I know 
him personally and have been brought in 
contact with him during my term of ser- 
vice when he was counsel for the Boston 
and Maine and other railroads. I regard 
him as in many respects the ablest lawyer 
in New England. His appointment will 
reflect great credit upon Mr. Cleveland and 
be entirely satisfactory to men of both 
parties. 

Senator Pugh said:

The sundry civil appropriation bill has 
passed the senate and is now back into the 
house with the Sherman 3 per cent bond 
amendment. To this Mr. Bland and in- 
deed, all the free comage men in the house, 
are bitterly opposed, and an 
effort will be made to non- 
concur in the senate amendments 
and send the bill to conference, but the op- 
ponents to the Sherman amendment declare 
they will not. agree to that. They will de 
mang the consideration of the bill as amend- 
ed in the house, and should it appear that 
a majority ofthe house favors the amend- 
ment, there are a Ibundred free coinage 
men who declare they will filibuster until 
the 4th of March before allowing it to pass. 
Mr. Bland and his. Sellewers are deter- 
mined. The: Missourian seems to believe 
that should ‘hat amenmiment pass Mr. 
Carlisle, when he becomes secretary of the 
treasury, will imm tely issue bonds, and 
by such action thé ent of a free coin- 
age law by the govermment will be postpon- 
ed indefinitely. Mr, Bland believes if the 
free coinage men hold out the demand from 
the moneyed men for the repeal of the 
Sherman’ silver purchase law will be so 
great that they will agree to free coinage 
or something very near it to succeed in 
having this act repealed. 

The indieations are that the advocates of 
the 3 per cent bond amendment will have 
to recede from their position or else the 
entire bill will be killed and that will make 
an immediate extra session of congress an 
absolute necessity. 

Hatch Checked Again. 

Mr. Hatch and his anti-option bill were 
again forced to take a back seat in the 
house this morning When the motion was 
made to take up the “Indian bill. \Again 
Mr. Hatch for the second time opposed 
with a motion to consider the option bill 
and again he was knocked out by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present. The 
house thus consideréd the Indian bill all 
day and has made but little progress. At 
the rate the house went today it will take 
all the week to complete it. The opponents 
of the anti-option bill evidenced a desire 
to talk long and often on the Indian bill, 
evidently intending to keep it before the 
house long enough to put an end to the option 
bill, but Mr. Hatch is not a man who gives 
up until he is absolutely whipped and he 
will make another effort to get his bill con- 
sidered tomorrow, though the indications are 
that it will meet the same fate accorded it 
today.

SOME DON'T LIKE IT. 


Congressmen Who Think They Have 
Cause to Speak Ont. 


HAT LEPIER OF CHAIRMAN HARRIFY. 
Which Has Created a Great Sensa- 


tion in Washington. 
HE WANTED TO KNOW THE VIEWS 


Of the New Members on the Silver 
Question—Some Congressmen Seem 
Displeased, However. 


Washington, February 23.—A Philadel- 
phia special has the following text of a 
confidential letter sent out by Chairman 
Harrity of the national democratic commit- 
tee ~ 


Philadelphia, Pa., February 18.—My Dear 
Sir: An analysis of the vote in the house of 
representatives, Washington; upon the An- 
drew-Cate bill to repeal the Sherman act 
Shows that there are fourteen democratic 
members of the present éongress who have 
been re-elected and who did not vote on Feb- 
ruary 9th on “ordering the -prévious question,’’ 
anc that there are seventY-s[x mewly elected 
democratic members, thus making ninety dem- 
ocrats who will sit in the house of represen- 
tutives of tne next congress who never voted 
upon the measure looking to the repeal of the 
Sherman act. It is important to know what the 
probavle attitude of these ninety democratic 
meubers will be toward a similar measure 
when offered in the next congress. Will you 
kin¢tiy obtain this information, getting it as 
accurately and as quickly as possible, and for- 
ward the same to me upon the enclosed blank 
at as early a date as possible? Please be good 
enough tv treat this correspondence as confi- 
dentis]. For your convenience I annex a list 
of the ninety democratic membérs whose po 
sition on the silver question it is desired to 
know. Yours respectfully,

A copy of this hetter was sent to each 
of the ninety members of the house named 
in Mr. Harrity’s list. Open discussions in 
congress today were not half so interest- 
ing as private discussion on Mr. Harrity’s 
silver letter and the completed cabinet 
of the next administration. The two sub- 
jects were interwoven in conversation and 
many of the views expressed were exceed- 
ingly forcible. Speaking of the Harrity 
letter, Senator Harris said: 

“I, for one, will never consent to the 
repeal of the Sherman law without the sub- 
stitut of something in its place that 
recogn the use of silver as money. So 
far as predicting what the next house, or 
the next congress, may do on the money 
question, I think it is idle to say that the 
next congress will consent to the repeal of 
the Sherman act jyithout the substitution 
of another measure of some sort’ which 
will, as I have said, recognize the use of 
silver as money. This will be the situation

or any one else may say or do.” 

Over on the house side 1 
anti-silver men took diametrically osite 
views of the Harrity letter. Mr. land, 
leader of the free coinage democrats, said: 

“T think it a piece of impudence to say 
the least about it.” 

Mr. Pierce; of Tennessee, who has been 
perhaps the most indefatigable worker in 
the house in behalf of free silver coinage, 
said: “I think the letter an infamous out- 
rage. It is another effort to bulldose the 
jircoming members of congress, back of 
which I believe is Cleveland, just as I be- 
lieve he was back of a recent editorial, 
saying members who voted for free coin- 
age would find the administration fighting 
them in their districts. I believe the next 
house, like this one, will stand by the 
interests of their constituents and will not 
be bulldozed by the national committee, 
Cleveland or anybody else. Members of the 
house will remember that while Cleveland 
holds the patronage, the people hold the 
ballots.”’

Business Suspended in New Orleans During

New Orleans, February 23.—The funeral 
of General Beauregard today was one of 
the largest and most imposing ever wit- 
nessed in this city. All of the exchanges 
were closed as a mark of respect to the 
deceased general, while business in the 
courts and cther public offices was virtually 
suspended. Early this morning the family 
of the general arrived at the city hall and 
were assigned a room adjoining the council 
chamber, where the remains lay in state. 

All day a constant stream of people 
poured through tle city hall to get a 
last glimpse of the form of the well-known 
soldier. A detail of veterans assisted the 
regular police force in keeping order. 

Among those who arrived this morning 
to take part in the ceremonies were Ciov- 
ernor Foster and pariy from Baton Rouge, 
members of Raphael Semmes’s Camp of 
Confederate Veterans from Mobile, and 
Colonel J. B. Hereford and General Cal- 
bell, of the tranus-Mississippi department.

His father made good the defalca- 
tion, but eleven indictments for forgery 
resulted, and the banker fled to Canada. 

Why does this man now return to his 
old home to be tried, and go to prison 
in the event of the enforcement of the 
law? There have been other fugitives 
from justice, in the past, who could 
answer the question ff they would. With- 
out a single exception, all the defaulters 
who ever placed themselves in Eno’s 
position have admitted, when they took 
others into their confidence, that they 
suffered indescribabe torment in their 
exile. Even when they were safe, they 
winced under every glance from a passing 
stranger, and it seemed to them that life 

ras not worth living. They fet that 
they were branded and despised, and in 
their dreams they suffered the penalty of 
the law night after night. When they 
were in hiding or in disguise, eluding 
arrest, their state of mind was far worse: 
The rustling of a leaf, a strange voice, 
an unexpected salutation from a passer- 
by, an ordinary question from a fellow 
traveler concerning their destination or 
the place whence they came—all these 
trifles filled them with terror. As Shake- 
speare has it: “The thief doth fear each 
bush an officer.”

to keep any bank out of robber’s clutches.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Mr. Butler, of Iowa, has introduced in the 
house a bill to establish a truer figure of Amer- 
ican constitutional liberty, and another to 
amend the great seal of the United States. 
The first provides that after July 4th next, 
the Goddess of Liberty shall be represented 
by a young woman of full stature, with ma- 
ture development and proportions, wearing 
high laced boots, reaching midway between 
the ankle and knee, hose reaching to the 
thigh, short skirts reaching downward to a 
point just above the knee, close-fitting bodice 
and sleeves to the elbow, and a cap molded 
from a blue pansy bud. She is to bear for 
arms, at her left hip, in places lightly over 
her right shoulder, a pen with the holder ex- 
tended, and on her breast, instead of a shield, 
an American ballot, in black and white. The 
other measure amends the law establishing 
the seal, so as to provide instead of thé pres- 
ent crest, which appears above the head of 
the eagle, a glory breaking through a cloud 
pansy, surrounding thirteen stars, forming a 
constellation argent, and on an azure field. 


John W. Goff, the lawyer who was fined 
$200 for contempt of court by Recorder Smyth, 
of New York, has made fame out of the case. 
He protested against the one-sided leaning of 
the recorder, and-on his trial for contempt 
Choate and the great leaders of the bar vol- 
unteered in his defense. Some of the speeches 
made it plain that the recorder had gone be- 
yond the line of his judicial duty, but as he 
felt that he must decide in his own favor hc 
imposed a fine, which was paid.

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The Central Announces That it Wil Re- 
sume Store Door Delivery. 


ALL THE OTHER ROADS WILL JOIN. 


The Western and Atlantic Says That It 
Will Keep Up with the Procession 
and Follow Suit. 


The Central railroad did not long delay 
deciding what it will do in regard to re-es- 
tablishing free delivery. Yesterday morn- 
ing it was given out among the merchants 
that the Central will hold up its end and 
haul freight from competitive points right 
up to the store doors without extra cbhaorge 
for draying. | 

The Central people were against abolieh- 
ing the practice and held out for free deliy- 
ery to the last moment. One of them stat- 
ed yesterday that he was glad the roadg 
were going back to the old way. It is ex- 
pensive to the companies, he admitted, but 
it makes friends of the shippers, and he 
thought that they appreciate it more than 
the cost to the lines. General Freight Agent 
Winburn, of the Central, was up from Sa- 
vanlah yesterday. He would not say much 
about what will be done to meet the West- 
ern and Atilantic’s refusal to switch cars 
after March Ist, and he did not deny that 
free delive will be re-established by his 
company, hile he was reticent oh that 
point, it was given out on Alabama street 
that the Central will certainly resume ita 
old policy unless there is a meeting of the 
executive board between this and March 
ist, and a new agreement made among the 
roads. 

All the companies will follow the East 
Tennessee and the Central. Nothing ofli- 
cial came from the Georgia Pacific or the 
Richmond and Danville, during the day. 
but it is presumed that the system will do 
Just as the other roads are going to do. 
Nothing official came from the Atlanta and 
West Point or the Georgia companivs but 
they will be forced to follow the lead. 

A Western and Atlantic official stated 
that his road will certainly go back to free 
delivery if the other lines do. “We will 
keep up with the procession,” said he. 
“We had to stop tracking foreign cars, and 
if that forces the old fettoas back, why 
We will do our part. TW is expensive, but 
it would be more expensive not to do it if 
one or two roads returned to the custom.” 

An Alabama street merchant who said 
six months ago that it made very litte] dif- 
ference to him one way or another wheth- 
er the roads abolished free delivery or not, 
has modified his views. After a trial he 
has concluded that free delivery is less 
annoying and expensive than paying out of 
his own pocket from the draying. Some 
times the merchants get only half of a ship- 
ment at a time and several drays charge 
as much for delivering half a load as for a 
full load. 

The allowance for draying hides many a 
cut in rates, traffic men declare. Of 
course it is always done by some other road. 
Each suspects all the rest. Free delivery 
costs the railroads $100,000 a year directly, 
and behind it many a cut is made. 

The question of making free delivery 
general over the state does not strike the 
roads favorably at all, but they may have 
to come to it in the end. It will be a mat- 
ter for the interstate commission to consid- 
er and rule on, railroad attorneys say. 
The free delivery applies mostly to business 
coming from other states, and cannot be 
regulated by the Georgia commission, ac- 
cording to the decision of traffic men.,

One of the Leading Clergymen of Geor- 
gia Passes Away. 


FORMERLY A PASTOR IN THIS CITY 


He was a Leader in the Baptist Denomina- 
tion, and One of the Oldest Min- 
isters in the State. 


Dr. C. M.. Irwin, one of the oldest and 
most prominent Baptist divines in Georgia, 
died at the residence of his son, Mr. 
Charles B. Irwin, in this city yesterday 
morning at 2:30 o'clock. 

He was surrounded by his children, grand- 
children. and other members of the house- 
hold, and his last moments, in beautiful 
harmony with his Christian life, were per- 
fectly serene and tranquil. 

Dr. Irwin was in the eightieth year of 
his age, and for several months had been 
in declining health. On account of his 
physical infirmities, his death was not al- 
together unexpected. It was nevertheless 
& great bereavement, not only to his immedi- 
ate family circle, but to the entire Baptist 
denomination, and to the cause of Christi- 
uluty in Wwe state. 

few men led a more active or consecrat- 
ed lite. I’rom the period of his earliest 
boyhood, he became a member of the 
church, and for the greater portion of 
his four-score years, he was a loyal and de- 
vout munister of the gospel. A gentle- 
man of broad culture and of rare scholarly 
attuinmeuts, he was regarded as a power 
in the church and as autuority on all ques- 
ions pertaining to doctrine and theology. 

In addition to his wonderful career as a 
minister of the gospel, he had the distin- 
guished fortune to be connected with many 
of the leading families-of the state. 

He was the brother-in-law of Judge E. A. 
Nisbet, one of the purest men that ever 
udorned the judiciary of the state. He 
was also a nephew of Judge David Irwin, 
one of the original codifiers of the law of 
Georgia and one of the ablest legal scholars 
the state has ever produced. Mr. J. T. 
Irwin, formerly a law partner of Judge L. 
J. Gartrell, is a brother of Dr. Irwin. 

He leaves only two children, Mrs. Dr. 
M. B. Wharton, of Norfolk, Va., and Mr. 
Charles B. Irwin, of this city. 

Dr. Irwin was a great advocate of higher 
education and for more than twenty-five 
years was identified with Mercer university 
as a trustee of that institution. 

He was at one time the pastor of the Sec- 
ond Baptist church in this city, and during 
the period of his connection with that organ- 
ization, he enjoyed the spiritual satisfaction 
of receiving and baptising into the church 
a large number of souls. 

After leaving Atlanta he was also identi- 
fied with the leading Baptist churches of 
Albany and Madison. 

No minister of the Baptist denomination 
in Georgia was more broadly admired 
for his intellectual gifts or more universally 
beloved for his Christian life and character, 
than Dr. Irwin. He was always genial, 
approachable and pleasant, and in all of the 
qualities of his heart and soul, he was the 
very pattern of excellence and the soul of 
honor. 

The body will be carried to Mount Airy, 


Ga., for interment.this morning and there
